Sanding I An 90S for Society of Solid 'Squares* 


Aa Inserted Into the Congressional Record by Representative Schadeberg of Wisconsin, 
the Washington Star recently published remarks on "The Return of the Square" excerpted from 
a apeaoh by Charles H. Brower, President of the advertising firm of Batten, Barton, Dur- 
stina & Oaborae, as follows I 

Back in Mark Twain's day, one of the finest words in our language was "square". You 
gave a man a square deal if you were honest. And you gave him a square meal when he was 
hungry. Tou stood foursquare for the right, as you saw it, and square against everything 
elae. When you got out of debt, you were square with the world. And that was when you 
oould look your fellow aan square in the eye. 

Then a lot of strange characters got hold of this honest, wholesome word, bent it all 
out of ahape and gave it back to our children. Convicts gave it the first twist. To them 
a square was an inaate who would not conform to the convict code. From the prisons it was 
flashed across the country on the marijuana circuit of the bopsters and hipsters. Now 
everyone knows what a square is. He is the man who never learned to get away with wrong-¬ 
doing. A Joe who volunteers when he doesn't have to. A guy who gets his kicks from trying 
to do erase thing better than anyone else can. A boob who gets so lost in his work that he 
haa to be reainded to go hoae. A fellow who laughs with his belly instead of his upper lip. 

A slob who still gets choked up when the band plays "America the Beautiful". 

Hia tribe ian't thriving too well in the current climate. He doesn’t fit too neatly 
into tha current group of angle players, corner cutters, sharpshooters and goof-offs. He 
doesn't believe in opening all the packages before Christmas. He doesn't want to fly now 
and pay later. He's burdened dcwn with old-fashioned ideas of honesty, loyalty, courage and 
thrift. And he may already be on his way to extinction. 

He and all the rest of us are living in a country today that is quite different from 

the one that we were taught to love. Parents have successfully defended in court their 
children's right to ignore the flag aalute. Faculties and student bodies have found it 
distasteful to publicly take an oath of loyalty to their country. And the United States 
Military Academy has found it necessary to place a sign beside its parade grounds at West 
Point reminding spectators that it is customary for men to remove their hats at the passing 
of tha banner that was once unashamedly referred to as "Old Glory". 

What haa happened? I think we have changed from an exporting country to an importing 
country. 

I do not mean that we have let the world drain all of our gold away, although that is 
bad enough. I do not mean any itabalance of trade, as threatening as that may be. I mean 
that we have been importing, instead of exporting, ideas. 

Tha United States of America was once the greatest exporter of ideas the world had 
ever known. We created and sold abroad the idea of individual dignity, responsibility 
and freedom. We created and sold the idea of government of the people, by the people and 
for the people —- an idea that is still being bought today. We exported the idea of free¬ 
dom of worship ... the idea of an unfettered press . . . the idea that those who are 
taxed should be represented. 

It is hard to find a basic idea that America has recently exported. We have bought in 
the basaare of Asia Minor the idea that an honest man is either a fool or a liar. For our 
moat mortal enemy we have bought in the idea of a strong government for weak people. We 
have bought abroad the ideas of "Let George do it" - or "What’s in it for me?" - and the 
gesture of the neatly shrugged shoulder. 



rut, most significant of all, most of us have been gullible patrons of the export firm 
of Sipnind Freud, who has sold us tha idea that all men are bom feeble, that we should 
abandon our ancient disciplines as too stark for the poor souls that we are, and seek our 
salvation through croup support. Freud's discovery that man was not -i 'Jutted to his world, 
and eould never be truly adjusted, seemingly Justified the laty cynic and condemned the 
square. For if you can't win, what la the use of trying? And here was the first great 
authority who said, "You cannot win." 

Fhis country was discovered, put together, fought for and saved by squares. It is 
easy to prove that Nathan Hale, Patrick Henry, Paul Revere, George Washington, benjamin 
Franklin and alaost anyone else you care to include among our national heroes were squares. 
This can be proven by simply thinking what they might have said had they not been squares. 

Nathan Hale; Me spy on thoee British. Are you trying to be funny? Do you know what 
they do with the spies they catch? I'll give you a news flash, chum. They hang them. 

Paul Revere: What do you mean-me ride through every Middlesex village and town? And 
in the middle of the night, yet. 'Why pick on me? Am I the onlv man in Boston with a horse? 

Patrick Henry: Sure, I'm for liberty, nrst, last and always, i ut we've got to be 
a little realistic. We're a pretty small outfit. If we start pushing the British around 
someone la going to get hurt. 

George Washington: Gentlemen, I am honored. But I do wish you would try someone else. 
Let's say, General Gates. I'm just getting things organized at Mount Vernon. 

benjamin Franklin: sno we really need, for Ambassador to France, is a young man. I'm 
70 years old. It's time a new generation took over. 

Arnold Toynbee, the famous historian, says that of 21 notable civilizations, 19 perished, 
not from external conquest, but from the evaporation of belief within. 

Today, our country still has a choice. I believe it has already begun to make that 
choice. I believe it is going back to its old beliefs in such things as ideals, pride, 
patriotism, loyalty, devotion and even hard work. 

The forces of conformity are etill strong. Too many of us are still sitting it out 
instead of sweating it out. Too many of us haven't got the guts to stand up straight and 
dare to be square. Becauee the opposite of square is rourd, and being round is so much 
sia^ler. responsibilities and problems roll off nice ana easy. And we can Just roll 
down the path without any bumps, being careful to stay in the middle, because tnat's where 
the moat comfortable ruts are. 

How shall we fight for personal independence? How shall we avoid the group poop, the 
vortex of mediocrity, the great nothingness of cynical sophistication and bored nonpartici¬ 
pation? 

I suggest that we all Join the SOS. The SOS is the society of squares. It doesn't 
exist, but it could. Not a leftwing organization. Not a rightwing organization. JuBt 
an organization with wings.

The purpoae of the National Capital Area Council, Boy Scout* of 
Aaerica, ia to proaote through organization and cooperation with other 
agenciea, the ability of boy* to do thinga for theaselves and othera, 
to train thea in Scoutcraft, and to teach thea citizenahip, self-re¬ 
liance and a love for the Aaerlean traditions. 

It does thia through a prograa designed to appeal to the boy's 
natural thirat for fun and adventure. Boy Scouting eaphasizes a rug¬ 
ged outdoor prograa and teaches the boy to appreciate the land, with 
all ita natural beauty, to know the aniaals and the trees and the plants 
that God haa provided - not out of a text book, but by actually giving 
the boy the experience of living, working and playing in God's great 
out-of-doora under the leaderahip and guidance of trained adults of 
good character. 

Since the founding of the Boy Scouta of Aaerica in 1910, wore 
than 33,000,000 boys and leaders have been aeabers. With the free 
world locked in a atruggle with cosusunisa for the ainds of aen, it is 
aore urgent than ever that Aaerica be assured of a future citizenry that 
ia "phyaically atrong, aentally awake and aorally straight"--worthy 
of our country and fit to aerve her. 








THE NATIONAL CAPITAL AREA COUNCIL 


BOY SCOUTS OP AMERICA 


The National Capital Araa Council provides a program of Scouting 
for tha boya of tha Diatrict of Columbia and for those of Loudon, Fau¬ 
quier, Culpepar, Princa William, Fairfax, Arlington, Alexandria, Staf¬ 
ford, Spotsylvania, Caroline, King George, and Westmoreland counties 
in Virginia, and of Frederick, Montgomery, Prince Georges, Calvert, 
Charles, and St. Mary's counties in Maryland. 

The Council provides professional and program assistance to spon¬ 
soring institutions and their Cub Packs, Scout Troopa, and Explorer 
Units. It is responsible for the extension of Scout program, recruit¬ 
ing new leaders, and forming new Packs, Troops, and Posts. It is re¬ 
sponsible for the training of volunteer leaders; the advancement pro¬ 
gram for Fcouts; the operation of special events; a program of com¬ 
munity service projects, and the operation of year-round camping fa¬ 
cilities. 

Council policies are established by an Executive Board of lead¬ 
ing business and civic leaders, elected annually. Voting membership 
in the Council consists of representatives duly appointed by the in¬ 
stitutions sponsoring Scout Troops, Packs, and Posts, and a minority 
of Membera-at-Large. 

The National Capital Area has a remarkable growth, as indicated 
by the accompanying chart. This growth also has its effect on Scout¬ 
ing. On December 31, 1961 the net Scout membership was 48,495 boys, 
and 17,000 volunteer leaders, an increase of 285* over 1950. 

The graatest growth is yet to come. 


WHO PAYS FOR SCOUTING 


It takes money to provide Scouting services. The cost of Scout¬ 
ing in the National Capital Area Council is far below that of the av¬ 
erage council in the United States. 

Operating funds are received from every part of the council ter¬ 
ritory. A major portion of the annual operating budget is provided 
by the United Givers Fund of the National Capital Area, independent 
area campaings. Sustaining Membership Enrollment, and five smaller 
funds and chests. 

Scouting costs are shared by the boy and his parents, his Scout 
Unit, the sponsoring institution, and the council. 

The boy and his parents pay for his personal costs including uni¬ 
forms, equipment, basic camp costs, etc; his unit pays for program sup- 
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plies, troop camping gear and other unit costs; the sponsoring insti¬ 
tution provides the unit meeting place, heat, light, custodial services, 
etc. The Council, as the service arm of Scouting, provides those ser¬ 
vices that no unit can provide on its own, such as camp facilities, 
organisation of new units, and training of sdult volunteer leaders. 

As a boy graduates from Cub Scouting, a home-centered program, 
he looks forward to a more adventurous type of program in the Scout 
camp. It is council's responsiblility to provide and maintain these 
camping facilities. The boy pays for his food and its preparation, 
expendable program equipment, transportation and medical costs. The 
ouncil pays the cost of central staff services, capital equipment and 
a intenance and other overhead costs. 



SCOUT SERVICE CENTER 


The National Capital Aren Council includes the geographic area of 
the District of Columbia and 17-surrounding counties in Maryland and 
Virginia. The Scout Service Center serves as the base froa which the 
Council prograa and services to sponsoring institutions, their leaders, 
and boys are provided. 

Our vast growth has confronted Boy Scouting with a problew--one 
which this campaign will solve. A relocated Council headquarters is 
vitally essential to provide aore service than is possible in the pres¬ 
ent inadequate quarters. Like any other going concern, the Council 
can retain experienced workers and provide good service only if it has 
adequate facilities. 

The present Scout Service Center was purchased in 1955. At that 
tiae it aas estiaated that th<e building would serve the Council a 

period of 8 to 10 years. The Long Range Planning and Developaent Coa- 
aittee reported that space available under the aaxiaun current organi¬ 
sation, with every possible expedient being used, is too craaped and 
poorly arranged to serve to-day's expanding needs. This can be at¬ 
tributed to the total square footage available and to the structural 
character of the building, a foraer residence. 

The goal here is not aerily an office, but rather a truly func¬ 
tional adainistrative center providing the coaplete services of council 
and aaterials required by our 20,000 adult volunteers, and to serve the 
two thousand churches, schools, and civic organizations sponsoring 
Scouting's character-foraing and citizenship training prograa. It will 
provide space ahere the staff and planning coaaittees can work effectively 
with ail the iaportant inforaition, records and tools readily at hand. 









TYPE AND SIZE OP FACILITIES NEEDED 


In studying the type and size of facilities needed the Long Range Plan¬ 
ning and Development Committee consulted with the National Engineering 
Service of the Boy Scouts of America, with representatives of urban 
renewal in the city, and with recognized leaders in the field of real 
estate transactions and building construction. 

The following recommendations were made by the Long Range Planning and 
Development Committee: 

1. The new Scout Service Center should be a non-elevator type 
building limited to three levels. 

2. The Service Center should be architecturally simple and be 
of the campus type of construction. 

3. Based on the growth projection, the Service Center building 
should contain approximately 21,000 square feet of floor 
space and provide the opportunity for expansion. 

4. The Committee recommended that a minimum of one acre or 
approximately 45,000 square feet of land be acquired to 
provide the space for the construction of the Scout Service 
Center building, provide parking facilities, and opportu¬ 
nity for expansion. (The Committee further emphasized that 
one-acre of land should be a minimum—if land can be se¬ 
cured as a contribution or at a very nominal cost, the 
Committee felt that two acres of land would be more desir¬ 
able from the standpoint of the expected future growth 

of the Council.) 

5. The Scout Service Center should be located in the District 
of Columbia proper because of the central location to the 
metropolitan area and because of the desirability of having 
such facilities for the National Capital Area Council lo¬ 
cated in the Nation's Capital. (The Committee did go on 
record that if suitable land could be secured anywhere in 
the metropolitan area either as a gift or at a very nominal 
cost because of the seller's interest in Scouting, the 
Council should consider this as a determining factor of 
location of a new Scout Service Center.)

FURNISHINGS AND EOUI7MNT 

Ovar tha past tan yaara, aa tha Coimll was moving 
through a pariod of vary rapid growth, tha aacurlng 
of adaqumta furniahinga and aqulpmant was a most lm- 
poalag problam. Host of ths offlca furnishings and 
aqulpmant now la uaa waa aacurad in tha aarly 1950's 
through tha military surplus disposal program. Bacausa 
of tha natura of whLch this aqulpmant was sacurad, 
and bacauaa of tha vary natura of tha building ltsalf, 
thara has baan no raal standardisation o- pattarn as 
tabllahad to hava tha furnishings follow ona daflnlta 
plan for appaaranca and oparatlng afflclancy. 

Tha cosaslttaa tharafora recommended that at tha tlma 
tha naw Scout Sarvlca Cantor la rsady for occupancy 
aqulpmant and furnishings should ba specifically da* 
signed and Installed to ba compatible with a naw 
structure, both from tha standpoint of afflclancy 
amd appaaranca.

DISPOSITION OF PRESENT PROPERTIES 

The increased costs of Maintaining new and en¬ 
larged physical facilities is often overlooked in 
the planning stages. The Long Range Planning and 
Development Committee has recommended that a per¬ 
manent source of funds for the maintenance of phys¬ 
ical facilities be established through the instru¬ 
ment of an Endowment Fund. The funds for such a 
Trust would come through the sale of Camp Theodore 
Roosevelt, the Wilson Scout Reservation, and the 
present Boy Scout Service Center. 
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NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL SCOUTING 


Scouting is world-wide, existing in most of the countries 
outside of the bamboo and iron curtains. America is gener¬ 
ally regarded aa the bastion of freedom, and Washington, as 
its capital, should be an example of democracy in action.

davalopaant and expansion prograa nacaaaitating tha raising of $3,000,000 
in capital funds. Tha total campaign goal has baan astablishad, upon 
tha racossandstions of tha Lon Ranga Planning and Davalopaant Coaaiittaa, 
to provida caaping facilitias to accoaaodate tha thousands of boys who 
dasira a caap training axparianca, and to also provida tha nacassary 
adainistrative facilitias for tha aaintananca and growth of tha Scout 
prograa in tha National Capital Araa. 

Tha Ganaral Solicitation phasa of tha caapaign, dua to consideration 
of ralations with tha Unitad Givars Fund of tha National Capital Araa, 
will ba conductad in tha spring of 19o4. Howavar, tha Laadarship Gifts 
phasa of this prograa will begin in January of 1963 in ordar to produca 
enough aonies to begin davalopaant of tha caapsita for occupancy at tha 
earliest possible data. 

After careful study tha Long Rsnga Coaaittee recoaaended thst tha 
Council conduct tha caapaign without tha services of a professional 
fund-raising fira. It is eatiaated that caapaign costs will not exceed 
M of tha Caapaign goal. 

Most of tha aajor Boy Scout capital caapaigns in Aaerica depend 
upon industry for SOU or aora of tha total goal. Because Washington 
and tha surrounding counties have coaparatively little industry, wa 
auat look to foundstions, business corporstions, and key individuals 


for unusually ganaroua support.
